“This is the worst famine Russia 
has ever known. Over twenty million 
people distributed over the sout veast- 
ern provinces cannot live without aid 
to see another harvest. And I may 
say that this figure has not only been 
approved by the Zemstov organization 
hut also by the government itself. The 
date of the harvest will vary with 
the latitude, and the famine stricken 
region is spread over such a wide 
nrea, five times the size of, Vrance, 
that more than ten degrees of latitude 


are involved. Funds will be needed 
till the end of July to feed all these 
millions, and then the harvest wil 
bring relict, 
No Relief for These

Dawson City, April 19.—Sam _ is 
dead. He mushed softly over the 
high divide yesterday.

| the other day of the last of the most 


famous of all the dog teams of the 
North. Sam had been a landmark at 
the N. C. post in Dawson for years. 
It was he and four of his fellows— 
Whiskey, the leader; hse, an, 
and Mike—who made memorable trips 
into Dawson from Circle and Skag- 
way in the momentous days when 
Klondike was the frenzied. force of 
the world. Sam and his companions 
were five of the largest, most power- 
ful, and handsomest huskies in the 
Yukon. 

When the Klondike Camp was but 
a few months old these fine fellows 
were driven here by Casper Ellinger 
with a load of nails from Circle. The 
nails sold for $1 per single nail. 

The team then was bought by Al 
Wissell and Billy Walters, and soon 
afterward passed into the hands of 
the A .C. Company. The last cen- 
sideration was $5000. And they were 
worth every ounce of it. The old 
boys made one or two famous trips 
to Skagway and -return, and then 
were dissipated more or less. 

Whisky went mad on Sulphur, Mike 
and Terry and Dan died later, two 
of them from acute kidney trouble, 
seemingly contracted in the severe 
cold, and one from decline, 

Sam outlived his fellows by years. 
The last several years he has been 
the petted and venerated veteran at 
the N. C. post, and has lived on the 
fat of the land. Gradually he grew 
old, like an aged man, and scarcely 
could hobble about to his meals. It 
was deemed a kindness to the old 
chap when the boys got Dr. Reid 
to let him sniff the heavenly chloro- 
form and ‘be wafted to that heaven 
whither go all good dogs.

onies were from the colonial office. 
Mr. Deakin talked from the shoulder, 
and dealt with international problems 
in straightforward words that will un- 
doubtedly make careiul British diplo- 
mats shudder. 

He repeated that it was a fact that 
the colonial office was further from 
the colonies than the colonies from 
the colonial oflice, and he emphasized 
the claim that the colonies should be 
independent nations. He said it was 
“retveshing’ to come to London and 
talk with the government face to face.

In answer to an interrogation from 
Mr. McFarland last night as to what 
he thought now of the wooden pipe, 
the mayor replied, that with the smal- 
ler diameter of wooden pipe, if pro- 
perly laid and tested as recommend- 
ed, should prove satisfactory.

ine public attention to the sad condi- 
tion of the sick and afflicted in the 
Mackenzie River country. The dis- 
tance by the ordinary travelled route 
between Athabasca landing I age ie 
itself about one hundred m north 
of Edmonton) and Fort McPherson, 
near the Arctic Sea, is 1,864 miles, 
and over that whole distance the in- 
habitante—-Indians, half-breeds and 
ae without a single physi- 
cian. 


Of missionaries there are many, 
and the good people of Canada send 
liberal support to maintain them, but 
surely, as the eloquent apostle of the 
Labrador says, it is poor comfort to 
the suffering and dyi to be told 
that we love them and that the Lord 
is good when we fail to do anything 
to_relieve their physical Gistress. 

My attention was forcibly called to 
the condition of these people in this 
respect during my visit to that coun: 
try last summer. Only two days af- 
ter leaving Athabasca Landing in a 
steamer our cook took sick with what 
was apparently appendicitis. It was 
soon evident that his case was ser- 
ious, and it was extremely distressing 
to see him growing worse day by 
day, while of the fifty or more on the 
boat no one could du anything to save 
his life. After about a week of in- 
tense suffering he expired, and now 
fills a lonely grave on the bank of 
the Athabasca River, far from his 
former home in England. There are 
many in the country who are afflict- 
ed with certain ailments that would 
yield readily to simple surgical op- 
erations. In such cases there are on- 
ly two alternatives: either to endure 
the affliction or make a long journey 
of perhaps a thousand or fifteen hun- 
dred miles to Edmonton, which is 
not only expensive, but if the journey 
is from the far north, where there 
is only one or two boats in the year, 
it will necessitate an absence from 
home of about twelve months. 

Just before we left Edmonton we 
heard of such a case. The wife of an 
employee of the Hudsons’ Bay Com- 
pany at Fort Simpson, on the Mac- 

enzie, nearly 1,200 miles from Ed- 
monton, came out to the latter place 
on the return of the steamer in 1905 
in order to undergo some simple op- 
eration for her eyes, which, I believe 
was quite successful, and only neces- 
sitated her stay in the hospital for 
n week or two, but as she could not 
get back to her home that season she 
arranged to stay in Edmonton and 
return the following year by the boat. 
Unfortunately a week before we left 
Edmonton she took suddenly ill and 
expired, and instead of our having 
her as a companion on our journey 
we were compelled to be the bearers 
of the saddest of all messages to her 
husband, who came aboard, as soon 
as the steamer touched the bank, ex- 
pecting to meet his dear one after a 
long year’s absence. It is unneces- 
sary to say that this incident was 
most distressing, but it is not singu-

River. So when our steamer, the 
Wrigley, reached Good Hope I look- 

eagerly among the crowd of In- 
dians, half-breeds and a few whites, 
everyone down to see the arrival of 
the first steamer, if not the only one 
of the year; but to my surprise my 
friend could not be seen. I soon had 
his quarters on the bank of the river 
| pointed out, and in a few. minutes 
}more had found him in a small log 
hut in a dying condition. He had a 
few months before contracted a se- 
vere cold, which failed to yield to any 
remedies that were available. 1 
learned on my return that he died 
the day after I visited him. 

These are but a few of the distress- 
ing cases I met with on my journey. 
Here is a field for another Grenfell of | 
vaster extent than that afforded on 
the coast of Labrador, and I cannot 
but believe that if our people realis- 
ed the condition of the scattered set- 
tlements, extending over two thou- 
sand miles from Edmonton to the 
| polar sea, with regard to medical aid 
|they would respond as willingly to 
| provide one or two hospitals as they 
now do to the supprt of the missions 
in that region. It is true that the 
missionaries are generally supplied 
j with a few drugs, and some of them 
have a limited knowledge of medicine, 
but I do not know of one capable of 
performing a serious surgical opera- 
tion, and provided he were, the con- 
ditions of the homes of these people 
would certainly not be favorable to 
convalescence. 

Will not some one undertake the 
work of establishing a small hospital, 
say, at Fort Simpson? This would 
be a central point on the river, and 
would, I am sure, be soon patronized 
by many who have been afflicted for 
years, and who otherwise could nev- 
er receive the treatment that their 
cases require. |

LONGBOAT WINS EASILY. 


Captures Boston Marathon—Lowers 
Record Five Minutes. 


Boston, April 19—Thomas Longboat, 
the well known Indiz " runner of the 
West End Y. M. C. . Toronto, On- 
tario, broke the seared ‘today for the 
Boston Athletic club twenty-four mile 
Marathon road race trom Ashland to 
Boston, and defeated a field of 114 
under the most closely contested race 
since the event was inaugurated in 
1809, Longboat covered the distance 
in 2 hours, 24 minutes, 20 4-5 seconds, 
this being five minutes, 24 4-5 sec- 
onds faster than thé previous record, 
which was established in 1901 by J. J 
Caffray, of Hamilton, Ontario, Robert 
Fowler, of the Cambridgeport Gym- 
nasium Association, finished second, 
also within the previous record. His 
time was 2 hours, 27 minutes, 54 4-5 
seconds. J. J. Hayes, St. Barthol- 
omew’s club, New York, was third, in 
2 hours, 39 minutes, 38 3-5 seconds. 

Following in order came John W, 
O'Mara, Cambridge J. J. Lee, Rox- 
bury; Chas. E. Patch, Toronto; Sid- 
ney H. Patch, Chicago; J. H. Neary, 
Natick, Mass.; and John Lindquist, 
Brooklyn, N.Y., all finishing in time, 
under two hours and forty minutes. 

All the leaders finished in good eons 
dition although nearly all showed 
strains of the race and thére were sev- 
eral sharp contests for places ag the 
runnrs came into the last few miles, 
The conditions at the start were poor, 
It was chilly and clouds were raised 
by the runners as they started on 
their long journey, 

Before tive miles had been covered, 
however, a light rain began to fall, 
which laid the dust, and striking the 
faces of the runner » freshening them 
considerably, 

As Longboat, never faltering in his 
long, mechanical stride, neared the 
finish line, he was applauded by fully 
one hundred thousand people, who, 
despite the rain, had waited in the 
streets for hours The race was 
Started promptly at noon at Ashland 
with F. G. Meeks, New York closely 
watching him, For the first five miles 
the young and less experienced run- 
ners kept alternating in the lead, but 
Longboat and the veterans were al- 
ways in striking distance As the 
runners came into South Framingham, 
Lorz, of New York, took the lead, 
with Frank, Lebarre, Petch, Carr, 
Longboat and Spring following In the 
order named. At South Framingham 
depot the leaders just crossed the 
railroad track before a long train 
came by and compelled the others to 
wait. Fowler and Hayea were among 
those held up. Between Fr: amingham 
and Natick, Lee took the lead) and 
Longboat and Spring passed Carr and 
Lebarre 

Passing Wellesly Col'ece each run- 
ner received a cheer from the college 
girls who had lined up to see them 
pass. After leaving Wellesey the run- 
hers were compelled to climb several 
long hills, but Longboat merely leng- 
thened his stride and one by one pick- 
ed up the men who had been leading 
him. At Aburndale he wrested the 
lead from Lee and slowly drawing 
away broke the tape at the finish a 
third of o mile ahead of the second 
man, Fowler.
